LONDON,  (UPI) — Prime  Min- 
ister Harold  Macmillan  has  told 
Soviet  Premier  Nikita  Khrush- 
chev he  is  ready  for  a summit 
conference  at  Geneva  if  any- 
thing could  he  gained,  it  was 
announced  today. 

A Foreign  Office  spokesman 
said  the  message  was  contained 
in  a brief  note  handed  to  the 
Kremlin  last  night  by  the  Brit- 
ish Embassy. 

The  spokesman  said  Macmil- 
lan told  Khrushchev  he  would 
go  to  Geneva  during  the  forth- 
coming 18-ndtion  disarmament 
talks  “at  any  stage  when  it  ap- 
pears that  such  action  can  be  of 
positive  value.” 


Russ  stop  army  convoy 

BERLIN  (UPI)— Russian  Bor- 
der guards  today  delayed  a U.S. 
convoy  for  nearly  two  hours  at 
a Soviet  checkpoint  on  the  sup- 
er highway  from  Berlin  to  West 
Germany  because  of  a disagree- 
ment over  the  unit’s  strength. 

A U.S.  Army  spokesman 
said  the  Russians  and  Ameri- 
cans disagreed  on  the  number  of 
soldiers  in  the  27  jeeps  and 
trucks.  But  he  said  this  was  not 
unusual. 

The  Russians  did  not  question 
the  American  right  to  use  the 
Berlin-Helmstedt  highway  thro- 
ugh Communist  territory.

Will  Whittlet,  Jim  Tryon  and 
Ray  Goodson  will  be  competing 
for  the  social  veep  position  now 
held  by  George  Mangan. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  vice  pres- 
ident of  finance  will  not  be  of- 
ficial until  they  have  been  in- 
terviewed by  a studentbody 
committee,  according  to  Stu- 
dentbody President  Henry  Heil- 
esen.  Heilesen  said  the  technical 
knowledge  required  for  the  job 
makes  the  interview  essential.
